Interest in the Conference is slowly waning,. as the Powers 
have nearly reached the and of the long and diffealt programme, 
The delegations are busily packing up. Sanguine peace lovers. 
disappointed at the lack of concrete results, though it is admitted 
on all sides that important results 5 were achieved. 

The celebrated novelist Mr. H. G. Wells summed up the opinion 
of most moderate observers, when he declared to‘ interviewers. on 
embarking for Europe that -the. tangible results of the Conference 
were less important than the indirect consequences to the world’s 

ce. 

pes The text of the Aireraft resolution adcpted by the vepresenta- 
tives of the ive Powers is: “The Committee fs of opinion that ‘it is 
not at present practicable to impose any effective limitations upon 
the number or characteristics cf aircraft, elther commercial or mili- 
tary." It was Mr. Balfour who suggested that the words “at 
present” be inserted, arguing that the time might come when the 
advance of knowledge would clarify the differences between com- 
mercial and military aviation. 

At Signor Schanzer’s suggestion th words “other than lighter 
than:air machines” were atruck cut cf the resolution as submitted, 
making it applicable.to all aircraft. Both Schanzer and Debon 
desired-the Conference to record opposition. to the bombardment 
of defencelesa cities from the air. the latter citing the Hague Con- 
ventions us having already established the principle; but Mr. Root 
pointed out that these Conventions were directed only at land and 
naval bombardments, not specifically nor by- implication at air- 
craft bombing. 

Mr. Hughes advised leaving the whole question to a legal com- 
mission. Sir Robert Borden concurred, but Mr. Balfour suggested 
that others be included besides Jawyers. This was agreed.
